Town Meeting Said “No” 


The Selectmen’s unanimous vote Monday night to 
appoint a committee to study the town manager charter 
was a bit of a surprise — and must be greeted with mixed 
feelings. 

The Townsman suggested this action, prior to town 
meeting, in the belief that there can be improvements in 
the charter, based on the experience we have had with it 
to date. 

A motion was made at town meeting, to have a study 
committee appointed, to require public hearings, and to 
make recommendations to town meeting next year. This 
was defeated by a substantial margin, on a rising vote. 
the only member of the Board of Selectmen to respond in 
the affirmative was Paul Cronin. 

Now we find ourselves in the position of applauding the 
study, while not entirely approving of the action by the 


Selectmen, in the face of direct voter disapproval at town 


meeting. 
It has become apparent that some individuals voted 


against the study motion at the annual meeting because 


they believed there was an anti-town manager motive 
behind it. Despite any implications read into the motion 
by individuals, the voters did act in the negative. 

Now the Selectmen have reversed that decision. 

We hope that the study will be fairly carried out; to 
gain this end, it is vital that persons be appointed to the 
committee who do not have any political axes to grind. 
The Selectmen should use great caution, and apply much 
good judgment, in selecting the members of the study 


group. 


. 
Ask Questions 
The importance attached to asking many, many ques- 
tions about streets, septic tanks and connected data, 
when buying a house, is being emphasized by the plight 
of residents, whose homes are on unaccepted streets. 

The question arose Monday night at the Selectmen’s 
meeting with apparently opposing philosophies being ex- 
pressed ~— the town should help its taxpayers whose 
streets are unaccepted through no fault of their own, who 
even believed that the streets were accepted when they 
purchased their homes; and, to the contrary, the town 
owes nothing to these people, in that they should have 
inquired about all these matters, prior to buying. 

Whatever the town does, the unhappy situation some 
taxpayers find themselves in stresses the importance of 
asking every conceivable question about an area, before 
purchasing property. 

An enlightened home-buyer can not, later, claim ignor- 
ance. 

In the present cases, there are far too many persons 
who have bought houses without knowing all the details 
of their new neighborhood. They then register disappoint- 
ment when streets are not repaired, when the town does 
not move with speed to help them out. It’s heartless and 
pointless to blame the residents — but their situation 
should serve as a warning to others, who have not yet 


purchased their homes. 


Still A Good Idea 


Once again the suggestion has been made to convert 
the front of the town hall — now four parking spaces — 
with a green area. 

The Garden Club, we understand, has agreed to handle 
the flower arrangements if the plot is converted to this 
use, 

It also has been suggested that the flag pole be set in 
the center of the area, as is done in many places. One 
special advantage of this step is the possibility of lower- 
ing the pole for painting, plus fewer problems in re- 
stringing the pole when needed. 

We’re completely in accord with this effort; the front of 
the town building can certainly stand some beautifying. 
Ihe spaces for four cars will not be missed too much — 
there is such a shortage of parking in the business area 


that four spaces is ine onsequential by comparison.
